Value of Curiosity. 


Hence the great value of psvchol- 


cgical curiosity. It enables us to ex- 
plain ourselves to ourselves, to de- 
tect the irrational when It disguises 
itself as the rational. We are natur- 
Rlly myth-making creatures, and the 
story of the prophet Jonah ia only 
on excuse and a pattern for myths

•and completely, 
if 
the army, the 


monarchists, the moderate republi- 
cans and the revolutioary republi- 
cans can get up enough confidence in 
one another to submit a provisional 
c' moderates while a national con- 
vention works out settlement and if, 
vhile all this is happening, some 
miracles' prevent a flare up which 
would necessitate 
foreign interven- 


tion, China may pull through with 
her independence. 


Those who believe in the Chinese 


think it may be done. 
The chief 


point in their favor is the fact the 
present outbreak is 
not a purely 


revolutionary movement but a pro- 
test against a reversion to imperial 
despotism. 


Its leader, Tsai Ao, is believed to 


be ready to trust a moderate group 
to run the country pending a na- 
tional settlement, provided Yuan 
gets out of the way.

Intense distrust and dislike of Ja- 
pan, which is felt all over China and 
which supplies a form of that pres- 
sure from the 
outside which has 


been the salvation of many an in- 
fant state. 


There is no doubt that if anything 


could make 
the 
Chinese develop 


some glimmering of national cohes- 
ion it would be their conviction that 
Japan is waiting her opportunity to 
6tep in.

But China has never had any real 


unity. 
Her 
foreign 
rulers have 


maintained cohesion by a policy of 
balancing one province against an- 
other. The north, roughly speaking. 
if, conservative and monarchlal, the 
south is republican and progressive 


China does not combine at the ap- 


proach of trouble; the tendency is to 
fly asunder, each for himself. With 
an inert mass like the Chinese peo- 
ple this tendency cannot be rid of 
in a day or a decade. 


There is thus room for serious 


misgivings as to the point at which 
the breaking strain will be reached 
internally. 
But the real factor of 


the situation. In the opinion of nine 
foreign observers out of ten, is to 
te sought in Japan.

made in France with Chinese labor 
to. replace men withdrawn from fac- 
tory and farm work by the war. has 
been so helpful from an economic 
point of view as to incite an exten- 
sion of the experiment. The senate 
army committee has reported' favor- 
ably upon a proposition to .employ 
labor from France's Chinese colonies 
of Annam. Cochin-China and Tonkin, 
in all industries working for the gov- 
ernment and in the fields wherever 
farm help is needed. Fifty thousand 
Annamltes altogether are either at 
work in France or waiting in French 
ports to be sent to destination, or 
on the way. 
'.; The senate committee proposes1.to 
bring 100.000 more Chinese. 
The 


North African colony of Algeria'and 
the protectorates of Tunis and- Mo- 
rocco, as it is pointed out by Henry 
Berenger, a leading member of. the 
army committee, are able to furnish
